The fall is one of my favorite times of the year. Besides the cooler weather, the changing leaves, and 
Friday night football, fall is also the time for marathons—26.2 mile rims. 

For the last 12 years, every time fall rolls around I think of the Twin Cities Marathon, which I ran in 
1996 as a fund raiser to buy a 15-passenger van for the Catholic parishes in Fall River County. The 
theme was "running so others may ride." 

I had never been a runner until the spring of that year when I decided to run for the van. This looked 
like a good way to lose some weight and get into shape. It worried me that my dad Frank had died of a 
massive heart attack in April of 1979 and my brother Pat had suffered a heart attack in 1994 at the age 
of 38. 

All this running, losing weight, and getting into shape is what saved my life, my cardiologist told me, 
because I, too, suffered a heart attack in December of that year at the age of 33. 

Now, 12 years and three stents later, plus a roto rooter, I have begun to rim again. 

In the back of my mind for this last 12 years has been the hope that someday I would run another 
marathon. It looks like this hope is paying off. Last Saturday I ran 12 miles, which is the farthest I have 
run since December of 1996, and it felt great. This run was part of my training for the Twin Cities 
Marathon coming up on October 5 in Minneapolis/St. Paul, which I will run with two other 
parishioners, Kelli Wilson and Teresa Hammerquist, and another Piedmont runner Holly Kopplin. 
Who knows maybe we will rim this marathon for Habit for Humanity, which would be pretty cool. 

If you have time, please keep us in your prayers, that we all remain healthy for our big rim.
